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O REALLY ENJOY SKIING in the 
Rockies one must get up into the high 
altitudes, where the heavier snow falls, 
the wind, sun and more constant 
temperature, have a much better chance to form 
on the snow's surface the ideal powder snow con¬ 
dition. Nowhere does this hold more true than 
on the immediate eastern crest of the Continental 
Divide, upon which, after exhaustive search, was 
found the ideal ski terrain, and the location for 
SUNSHINE LODGE. 

Situated only 14 miles from Banff, and its 
parent hostelry, the MOUNT ROYAL HOTEL, from 
which daily passenger service is provided by sight¬ 
seeing motor car, SUNSHINE is now readily access¬ 
ible to all skiers visiting the Canadian Rockies, and 
affords the utmost in comfort and the opportunity 
to enjoy the finest sport. 

The centre of a vast terrain, above timberline 
with a base altitude of 7200 feet, and wide open 
slopes running up to 10,000 feet on some of the 
surrounding peaks, Sunshine offers unexcelled ski¬ 
ing, to the beginner and expert alike. Nursery 
slopes and sparsely wooded runs surround the lodge 
and graduate into an unlimited expanse of timber 
free snow fields, providing downhill runs miles in 
length, up to 2000 vertical feet, all converging at 
the lodge door.

A competent staff of instructors trained in local 
mountain conditions is always available to guests. 

Two-way radio communication is maintained 
with Banff, for making reservations, relaying of 
important messages and other emergencies. 
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TWIN CAIRN: 

Location: 2 miles southwest of lodge. 

Length: 2 miles. Grade: up to 30 degrees. 
Vertical descent: 1200 ft. Exposure: north and 
northeast. Type: All above timber except final 
approach to lodge. Top few hundred feet steep 
and somewhat varied. Levels off to smooth long 
outrun. Novices don't go to summit. 

QUARTZ HILL: 

Location: Across rolling alplands 2 miles south¬ 
east from lodge. Length: 1 \ miles. Grade: Up to 
40 degrees. Vertical descent: 1200 ft. Exposure: 
north. 

Type: Culminates a beautiful tour across treeless 
alplands. An easy descent via west ridge for 
second-class skiers or steep descent on north slope 
for first-class runners. A guided trip. 

DEL VALLEY: 

Location: Skirts foot of east slope of Standish 
Hump. Length: f- mile. Grade: gentle slope. 
Vertical descent: 500 ft. Exposure: sheltered 
ravine. 

Type: A splendid practice run for beginners swing¬ 
ing from one side to the other of the narrow valley. 
Ends with a schuss at the lodge. 

GOAT'S EYE: 

Location: 2 miles east of lodge. Length: 4 miles. 
Grade: 25 to 35 degrees. Vertical descent: 3800 
feet. Exposure: west and southwest. 

Type: For first class runners. Requires good snow 
and permits a run down to the Healy Creek Ford 
1500 ft. below lodge. Lower part timber and trail. 
A guided trip. 



























BREWSTER ROCK: 

Location: Ascent starts right at lodge. 

Length: 2/3 mile. 

Grade: 15 to 40 degrees. Vertical descent: 2200 
feet. Exposure: southwest. 

Type: One of the best possible examples of a 
timberless and unobstructed ski mountain. 

Always sufficient snow from December until early 
May. Open terrain makes this suitable for all 
but novices. 

SURPRISE POINT and STANDISH HUMP: 

Location: Rises right from the lodge on the south 
side. Length: \ and 1 i miles. 

Grade: Up to 30 degrees. Vertical descent: 800 ft. 
Exposure: north and west. 

Type: Standish Hump is ideal practice and slalom 
slope ending at lodge. Fairly steep. 

Hill open. A more gradual and longer descent 
may be made to the west past foot of Paris Basin, 
1 i miles. 
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SEASONS: July 1st to September 30th 
December 1st to April 30th 

ACCOMMODATION: Is of course limited and should 
be made by reservation.
